Laughlin Completes 
Testimony; Jury May 
Receive Case Today

Mr. Laughlin himself was the last 
witness to testify. He denied the 
story of M. Ei^w^d Bucklev . jr., 
another Washln^on who 

yesterday said Hilliard Sanders, now 
serving 20 years for his part in the 
1941 Hyattsville bank robbery, had 
told Mr. Laughlin of his participa- 
tion in the robbery. | 

Mr. Laughlin said a feeling of hos- 
tility had developed between him 
and Mr. Buckley over pertain events 
in the mass sedition trial in Wash- 
ington, in which both attorneys were 
members of the defense staff until 
Mr. Laughlin was removed for his 
attempt to impeach Chief Justice 
Edward C. Eicher of District Court. 

Four Others Testify. 

Also testifying for Mr. Laughlin 
today were four others involved in 
the sedition trial, who said that on 
various occasions they had heaid 
Mr. Buckley assert Mr. Laughlin was 
innocent.

All of the witnesses said they 
heard Mr. Buckley, who is also an 
attorney in the sedition trial, protest 
that the case against Mr. Laughlin 
was developed to emban*ass him 
and that there were no grounds for 
the charges. 

Mr. Dilling said he asked Mr. 
Buckley: 

“Then Laughlin hasn't anything 
to v/orry about?” 

“Hell, no,” the witness quoted Mr. 
Buckley as saying. 

Declared Part of Malice. 

Mr. Powers said he asked Mr. 
Buckley whether there was any- 
tliing to the case against Mi\ Laugh- 
lin. He said Mr. Buckley replied: 

“No, it’s just part of the same 
malice we’ve experienced in de- 
fending these defendants.” 

Mr. Jones said that he heard Mr. 
Buckley tell Mr. Laughlin he was 
“lucky to have him as a witness, 
because he knew you had nothing to 
do with that alibi.” 

The Government charges that 
Sanders' -V alibi that he was a visitor 
at Lhe State Prison Farm in Ral- 
ford, Fla., on September 25, 1941, 
the day of the robbery, was false, 
based on altered records, and that 
Mr. Laughlin was aware of this 
when he introduced testimony and 
affidavits to support it during the 
trial of Sanders in January. 1942. 
Mr. Laughlin has insisted’ that he 
accepted Sahders^ story .in good 
faith.
